Fire on the edge of Bois de 
Harville continued for an additional forty- 
five minutes. Smoke shells were fired on 
the three latter points. The advance pro- 
ceeded without opposition, the town of Hilaire 
being entered and passed. The raiders suf- 
fered no casualties and made one prisoner. 
Only two Germans seen escaped to the west 
with our approach.

RAIDS MADE ON ENEMY. 


On the same day the brigade commander 
ordered two companies te go forward to gain 
and keep contact with the enemy. These 
units were to clean out the Bois les Hautes 
Epines and the Bois de Warviille. From 


these companies patrols were to be sent 


threugh Bois Vachure, Bois Vieux, and to 
Bertecourt farm. Companies A and B of the

and had established complete possession of

Following the signing of the armistice

A British detachment then 
mopped up the town of Chipilly, captured 
about 300 prisoners, taking the machine gun 
commander who was operating in a cemetery 
as well as capturing guns along the ridge. 


At 9:20 p. m. of the 9th the First battalion 


dug in for a time, but at 6 a. m. on Aug. 10 
we were able to report that our objective 
had been reached. The battalions were then 
in the position ordered with the remainder of 
the Third battalion moved up to reinforce 
the line. 


One incident of the 10th 8 the 


composure and steadiness of our troops. At 
3 p. m. five Germans came down the road 
from Bray with heavy machine guns. A 
Lewis gun post was pushed out to meet them, 
but fire was held until the enemy arrived 
at a spot only 500 yards distant. All the 
Germans were then shot down by these 
snipers. Later four machine guns were 
brought up by the enemy under cover of the 
growing grain, but were silenced by Lewis 


gun fire. Still later these guns opened inter- 


mittent fire, but were compelled to stop by 
Lieut. Porter, who led a platoon out on their 
flank which forced them to withdraw. 


At 9 p. m. on the 10th, Australians assem- 


bled in the rear of our linea and passed 


through them along the Bray-Corbie road. 
The line was reorgdnized during the night of 
the 10th-1ith and on the night of the 14th 


the One Hundred and Thirty-irst moved to 


new positions west of Bray, arriving from 
3 a. m. to 6 a. m. 

After Gressaire wood had been n 
and with the extension of our line it presented 
a right angle against the enemy front, a sit- 
vation which enabled the Germans to use 


their artillery both from the front and flank, 


an opportunity which they made the most of. 
The lines were held as thinly ud )possible. 
The men dug in, the trenches being deep and 
narrow, and in these they were subjected to 
incessant shell fire. The lines were so close 
in places that men could not expose them- 


selves for anf instant without being shot at 
by snipers. Roads leading to positions were 
shelled day and night. Great difficulty was 
experienced in getting rations forward, car- 


ried as they were for long distances by hand. 
Frequently rations were spoiled by gas and 


men had to go without food. 


The One Hundred and Thirty-first infantry 
and the Thirteenth Austrahan ‘brigade with 
attached units, were designated as the liaison 
force on Aug. 11 under command of Brig. 


Sen. E. A, Wisdom. They continued holding 


the line and maintaining contact with the 
enemy by means of patrols until relieved on 
the night of Aug. 19-20. 

From the first occupation of the “Gbjec- 
tive it was heavily shelled and gassed. Troops 


were completely worn out and officers showed 
the strain of constant effort and loss of sleep. 


Appreciation of the British for the success- 
ful attack made at Gressaire wood is shown 
in the following official dispatches: 


“To G. O. C., Thirty-third Americaw Divi- 


sion, Aug. 10, 1918. 

“Hearty congratulations on successful at- 
tack carried out by the One Hundred and 
Thirty-first infantry regiment yesterday. 

“Corps Commander, Third Corps, British.” 


“Headquarters Fifty-eighth Division. 


' .“ Dear Gen. Bell: I wish to express to you 
my appreciation of the great assistance af- 


forded to my division by your One-Hundred 
and Thirty-first regiment in the attack on 
Gressaire wood yesterday afternoon, and my 
admiration for the way in which it carried 
out a very dificult maneuver to get into the 


battle line and for the stout way in which it 
overcame all resistance. I inclose a letter of 
thanks which I would be glad if you would 
forward to the officer commanding the regi- 
ment. Yours sincerely, FRANK Ramsay.” 
Captures made by the regiment were: 
Seven 5.9 howitzers, thirteen 4.2 guns, two 
10 inch guns, two French 75 guns, six guns 
(caliber not noted), two minenwerfers, There 
were also captured a German airplane in per- 
fect condition, between seventy-five and 100 
machine guns, fifty-nine Mauser rifles, and 
other rifies not counted and material in large 


amounts. Approximately 300 to 700 prisoners - of the sector assigned to the division 


were taken.

PREPARE FOR GREAT OFFENSIVE. 

In preparation for the great Argonne-Meuse 
offensive the One Hundred and Thirty-first 
infantry regiment was stationed in the Ver- 
dun district on the 20th of September, 1918. 
with regimental headquarters at Cholsel farm. 
The forward elements of the regiment were 
on that day facing north in a position about 
twelve kilometers northwest of Verdun, at 
the north base of Dead Man’s (Le Morte 


Homme) hill, famous as a battleground in 


the struggle of the French to hold Verdun 
against the attacks of the Germans in the 
present war. In the operations around this 
hil mare than 1,000,000 men 2 had 
given up their lives. 
For some days prior to the 20th there had 
been considerable activity in the sector. 
Large numbers of French guns wete brought 
up and the area was so filled with troops 
that units were crowded into the smallest 
possible space. It was evident that an impor- 
tant operation was in prospect. -_ 
on the 2ist the Third battalion of the 
t was sent to the forward trenches, 
taking over the left of the position then held 
by the One Hundred and Thirty-second infan- 
try, which consolidated its lines to the east. 
The Second battalion was sent into the same 
trenches a few days later, crowding on the 
right of the Third. The First battalion was. 
in reserve on the reverse side of the slope, 
taking this position on the night of the 24th. 
Regiment headquarters were moved to a 
battle station at the edge of the shattered 
village of Chattancourt. 


Orders were issued for an attack on the 


25th at 5:30 a. m., but the assault was post- 
poned after the regimental commander had 
reported information from his patrols showed 
that Forges creek and Forges swamp, lying 
directly in front of the regiment, could not be 
crossed without preparation. The One Hun- 
dred and Eighth engineers worked out a plan 
to carry forward fascines, planks, etc., hiding 
them in the bottom of the forward trenches. 


They were to be taken out under protection 


of a barrage at daylight, for the purpose of 
effecting crossings. 

_ Avenues through the wire were out on the 
nicht ot Sept. 25-26, and at 5:30 a. m. a cross- 
ing was accomplished under cover of a fog, 
smoke screen, and barrage. Orders tor the 
attack provided for the forming up north of 
Forges creek, immediately south of the 
Bethincourt-Forges road. The line of ad- 
vance was laid out slightly west of north 


to the inner edge of the Jure woods, thence 


through the edge of these woods, including 
the Jure trenches, northeast, thence east to 
the Meuse river. There the troops were to 
dig in and hol@ the front. The northern 
boundary of the line of occupation was stight- 
iy south of Lanevoux; the southern boundary 
was extended southeast, along the river bot- 


tom, to the Gercourt-Consenvoye road. The 
triangle through which no advance was made 


was mopped up by troops from a supporting 
battalion, and the entire movement was com- 
pleted at 12:15 p. m. The march on the lett 
covered a line of seven kilometers from its 


forming-up place in front of the trenches. 
During the advance it was necessary to 
overcome and mop up the following lines of 


trenches extending ecross the front; Cer-. 
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veaux, Besace, Billencourt, Lenimo, and 
Berny, and the flank trenches, nearly a kilo- 
meter in extent, along the edge of the Jure 
woods, and also the towns of Drillancourt 
and Gercourt. In addition there were innu- 
merable strong points, all covered by wide 
bands of barbed wire entanglements. 


The supporting troops on the right were 
the One Hundred and Thirty-second infan- 
try and on the left the Eightleth division. 
This division was not in posftion, however, 
when the attack started, and no connection 
was made with them until some time after 
our objective was reached. The failure of 
support on our left necessitated the putting 
in of a support battalion to clean up a por- 


and also for the protection of that flank. 
** 
REACH RIDGE IN SMOKE SCREEN. 


The barrage which preceded the troops was 
laid down by the Two Hundred and Twelfth 
French artillery, and was perféct in its plan 
and execution. A smoke screen also was 
laid on the jumping-off position by a detach- 
ment. of the First gas regiment, which was 
very effective, This smoke screen and the fog 
prevented visual observation until the troops 
reached the ridge overlooking Gercourt and 
Drillancourt. This detachment also carried 
mortars and thermite shells for use with the 
advance in attacks on strong points. So far 
as observed, they were not used on our sec- 
tor, as the mortar batteries could not keep up 
with the advance. The lines moved forward 
as scheduled, with the utmost confidence. 
The support from our own (American) artil- 
lery consisted in a harassing fire on the for- 
ward areas. It was not as well regulated. 


The First battalion report, Capt. Carroll M. 
Gale commanding, states that the mile of ter- 
ritory between their trenches and the bridge 
across the Forges creek to the jumping-off 
line was made without casualties and with- 
out loss of contact by any unit. After leaving 
this line no resistance was encountered until 
our men had advanced about 200 meters. 
Herd they were delayed for nearly an hour 
by a smoke screen, smoke from the barrage, 
and the vast amount of wire along their front. 
They were only able to pass through this and 
maintain ditection by closely watching com- 
pass bearings. 7 

Pushing on, they reached the main line of 
German trenches without resistance with the 
exception of one field piece which the German 
gunners were firing point blank. There also 
was machine gun fire from the slopes. On 
reaching a strong point on the edge of the 
Jure woods an action took place, in which 
Company C took fifteen prisoffers, three ma- 
chine guns, and two field pieces. While Com- 


- pany C was so engaged Company B advanced 


on the other slope of the valley to Drillan- 


court and captured a machine gun nest and 


three prisoners. A platoon of Company C 
captured six machine guns and thirty pris. 
oners. 


their advance, Company g went 
through Gercourt, where they captured some 
machine guns, two field pieces, and forty pris- 
oners. They algo took a motor ambulance. 
About one kilometer east of Jure woods they 
captured a field piece which, protected by 
machine guns, was firing point blank at them, 
part of the crew being killed. The machine 


guns and several abandoned field pieces were 


taken at this point. 
The objective was reached at 1049 a. m. 
In this forward movement of Companies B 


and C Companies E and F were lost in the 


smoke. They arrived, however, about three- 
quarters of an hour later and reported having 
attacked a strong point west of Forges woods, 
where they captured 106 prisoners. In the 
middle of the afternoon the commanding of, 
ncer of Company A reported. The First bat- 
talion captured 406 prisoners of all ranks, 


sending them to the rear in charge of guards. 


A great many of these prisoners were turned 
over to other organizations, to be used as 


stretcher bearers, carrying parties, eto, and- 


receipts were not turned in for the totaPnum- 
ber of prisoners taken by the battalion. 

The Second battalion, Maj. Hamlet C. 
Ridgeway .commanding, reports that they 
were in position long before the barrage 


lifted.. They encountered the enemy’s fire 


while crossing Forges creek, and it was here 
that Lieut. Schrauer was killed and several 


men wounded. During the advance they cap- 


tured approximately 250 prisoners, thirty ma- 
chine guns, and ten field pieces. The engineer 
detachment attached to Company HB went 
through with the battalion and fought as in- 
fantry. The trench mortar detachment at- 
tached to the battalion was put out of action 


7 
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at the jumping-off point. During the advance 
several enemy airplanes flew Over our lines 
and fired machine guns on the advancing 
troops, wounding nine. Maj. Ridgeway fur- 
ther réports that the mopping up parties did 
such wonderfully fast work that the advance 
was never held up. 3 

The Third battalion, Maj. Francis M. Allen 
commanding, was on the left flank of the ad- 
vance. Maj. Allen reports that immediately 
after the crossing of the Forges creek he 
made efforts to get in touch with the Highti- 
eth division, on the left, but could not locate 
them. He then proceeded to advance, cover- 
ing with a platoon on the left flank. He 
states that the advance was met by hostile 
machine gun fire, but progress was ndt de- 
layed. Upon arriving about 250 yards south 
of Gercourt Lieut. Bourdon of Company D, 
One Hundred and Twenty- fourth machine 
gun battalion, and Corporal Linnenkal of 
Company L attacked a machine gun nest 
and killed the two German gunners. Cor- 


_ poral Koerper, attached to battalion head- 


quarters, crept up to the church in Gereourt 
and captured four snipers. The advance was 
continued, and the battalion’s objective was 
reached at 11 a, m. The battglion had cap 
tured many prisoners, twenty-eight machine 
guns, six cannon, and a quantity of engineer- 
ing equipment. Their casualties were four 
killed and forty-two wounded. . 
MEDICAL, CORPS AIDS. 
The medical detachment of the regiment is 
entitied to special mention for services ren- 
dered during this operation. The officers and 
men pushed forward with the fighting lines 
and established à series of aid posts as fast 
as the troops advanced. A doctor and his 
arrived at Drillancourt before the last 
of the enemy had been cleared out, They 
established an aid station in a station just 
abandoned by the enemy. -Here they took 
over all enemy food stores and medical sup- | 
plies, which were in great quantity, including | 
five large oxygen tanks and several small 
ones. They immediately began serving hot 
coffee and food to our own wounded, and 
used the enemy’s medical supplies through- 
out the operations from the 26th of Septem- 
ber to the 19th of October. 


On the afterneon of Sept. 26, after having 
made requests for ambulances, and having no 
assurance that any would reach this forward 
post, Lieut. Schwald, M. C., volunteered and 
did take all seriougly wounded, on stretchers 
carried by prisoners, back over very bad and 
tortuous paths across Forges creek and Dead 
Man's hill to the dressing station at Cumieres. 
In this way sixteen patients were evacuated. 
On the morning of Sept. 27, at 3 o'clock, one 
ambulance had made its way to the forward 
post, after bel 
filling up bad shell holes and going around 
others, and did excellent work in helping to 
evacuate the more seriously wounded, 


Special mention must be made of the trans- 
port of the Third battalion of this regiment. ~ 
Under the command of First Lieutenant How- 
ard H. Williams, it worked its way over very 
badly shelled roads and delivered rations on 
the night of Sept. 27, his being the only trans- 
pert to come forward at this early date. The 
regimental transports thereafter never missed 
a trip. 

Very efficient work was dun vn the signal 
corps of the reghnent and by the One Hun- 
dred and Eighth field signal men attached. 
They were constantly on duty without sleep 
for many days, The mounted orderlies of 
headquarters company maintained communi- 
cation with brigade and division headquar~. 
ters over the old battlefield of Forges creek 
and Dead Man's hill until roads had beeg re- 
paired. 

The plan of attack on Forges creek and 

the ground lying to the east of Bethincourt,. 
north to Dannevoux, extending to the Meuse 
river, was carefully worked out and brilliant 
ly executed. The small losses, rapid advance, 
and large captures of men and material are 
indisputable proof of the forethought, prep- 
aration, and execution of a task generally 
conceded to be extremely difficult. Forges 
wood Was a veritable stronghold, crossed in 
every direction by wide bands of barbed wire, 
surrounded on all sided except to the north 
by deep trenches and machine gun nests. To 
the west, in front of Dead Man's hill, ex- 
tended the marshy lowland of Forges creek. 
The Germans believed that an attack on the 
woods from the south would result in failure. 
They regarded the crossing of the brook and 
the marsh to the west as impracticable in 
the face of constant observation.

The Chazars of eastern Europe are Jews only 
a thousand years old. Dr. Brandes in a confession of his 
views on the subject has said—in “ The Journal for Jewish 
History and Literature,“ published at Stockholm (“ Tied- 
script for Judisk Historia”) and quoted by Bernard G. 
Richards in a capital study of Brandes from the fit 
teenth to the sixteenth year of my life I regarded Juda- 
ism purely as a religion.” 

But when he was abtiesd as a Jew then Georg Brantes 
felt himself a genuine Jew.. Many a man has found him- 
self in a similar position. Atavistic impulses, submerged 
in subconsciousness, may explain why certain men, Gen- 
tiles, scholars, by nature noncombatants, have left their 
peaceful study, jeopardized their lives, ruined their reputa- 
tions to battle for an obscure Jew- Dreyfus. Zola, of Greek- 
Levantine origin, perhaps Italian and Jew, was one of 
those valiant souls who fought for the truth. Anatole 
France, born Thibault, another. Count Thibault at the 
time of the Dreyfus uproar challenged the great writer 
who signs himself Anatole France to prove his right to 
that distinguished Roman Catholic name. That the gentle 
Anatole is the very spit and spawn of a Jew so far as ap- 
pearance goes; that since Heine (baptized a Christian) no 
such union of mocking irony and tender, poetic emotion 
can be noted in the work of any writer, are alike’ valueless 
as testimony. Nevertheless many believe in this Hebraic 
strain, just as they feel it in the subtlety of Cardinal New- 
man's writing—he was of Dutch stock—and in the humor 
of Charles Lamb. Both Englishmen are accredited with 
the precious quintessence,” as Du Maurier would say.

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ONDON.—[Special correspondence.]The middle classes of Great Britain 
have taken an unprecedented step. The faithful old Dobbin of the nation, 
whose docility in the past has led organized labor, profiteers and govern- 
mental tax-imposers falike to the conclus‘on that it would stand for anything, 
has kicked out its hind legs in unmistakable protest at the treatment it is re- 
ceiving in these trying post-war days. More, it has the threat that 
if additional burdens are laid upon its already weary back it will bolt from the 
shafts of its traditional passivity and run amuck deliberately, without thought 
of the consequences. In short, the middle classes have organized themselves 
into a union; not a series of unions organized according to professions and 
trades, but a single, solid federation, strong and aggressive, welded together 
to protect the middle classes from the encroachments of all other classes. 

Concerted action on the part of this section of the body politic is a new 
thing. The spectacle of barristers and bookkeepers, doctors, merchants, actors, 
teachers, journalists, bank clerks, green grocers, and clergymen all banded to- 
gether by a common aim is one which afew people have thought fit to view 
with tolerant amusement.

any other organization. 

The objects of the union, ae eet forth by the executive committee, are: 

11 1 To obtain the removal of unfair burdens imposed on the middle classes. 

[2.] To enable the middle elasses by active coSperation to protect their interests 
when threatened by legislative or industrial. tyraany. 

{8.] To scrutinize and wateh all legislation to Insure that the middle classes are 
not unjustly exploited, and to secure amendments to the law where the interests 
of the middle classes are unfairly prejudiced. 

[4.] To support, by legal action If necessary, the interests of any member whitch 
raise questions of general principle affecting the middle classes as a whole. 

: In addition, the union stands firm against bolshevism, which, it is feared, 
has inéidiously and dangerously increased its hold upon some of the more 
radical labor organizations in Great Britain. 

Naturally, unusual provocation was essential to sting the middle classes, 
with their diverse interests, into the action needed for successful organisation. 
This provocation has been provided in ample fheasure. During the war cap- 
ital and labor profiteered mercilessly, and the middle classes, those trusties who 

time of patriotic fervor are held to be the back bone of the nation, paid the 
penalty.

We see the 
government spending a million pounds a week in out-of-work donations to those 
who, by reason of the nation’s necessity, were able to exact grossly extravagant’ 
wages during wartime. We see the organtzed worker, the miner, the trans 
port worker, the railway men, threatening the industrial life of the nation, not 
only if they are not permitted to stabilize war wages in peace time, but if they 
in which to work for it.
